Director of the Christian Record 
Braille Foundation Inc. and 
Frank Peierson who is direcior 
of the National Camps tor the 
Blind. Both men attended along 
with additional staff members, 
for the camp. The total kids 
attending were approximately 
45 kids. 

Camps for the blind children 
have been held by the Founda- 
tion since 1967 when the first 
camp was concucted in Florida. 
In 1974 a total of 20 camps were 
held with 968 children attend- 


ing. 
Among the activities of the

Then when 
they go home they have some- 
thing to tell Mom and Dad.

For the eighth year in a row 
che Michigan National Guard 
hosted children here from all 
over the state at their summer 
Boys Camp. Enrollment in the 
program has steadily grown 
from just a few youth the first 
years to a total of over 300 
campers in the 1975 program. 
Each boy spends a week in the 
program and is housed at Camp 
Grayling. 

“The Boys Camp had been an 
unqualified success,” states 
Col. Albert W. Lesky, Dir, of 
the program. He said that hati 
the youths are from the Detroit 
area and the remainder come 
from all over the state. 1975 
marks the first time Grayling 
Area youths have participated in 
the program, with nine boys 
recommended by the sheriff's 
department. Referral to the 
program is by Probate Courts, 
the Foster Home Program or the 
Big Brother program. 

The primary purpose of the 
program is to provide a good 
summer environment for the 
boys who otherwise would not 
be able to afford it. Activities at 
ihe Camp inviudé tips to Ties 
Bear Museum and other local | 


tourist attractions, cook-outs 


and canoe trips with the Boy 
Scouts, personal health instruc- 
tion, and a very popular “Junior 


baskethall, softball, broad 
jumping, 50 - yard dash and 
more. 

Ages for youths in the 
program are 10 to 14, with a few 
self-sufficient 9 year olds in- 
cluded. They are cared for by 
counselors who are usually full 
time guaiasmen iaking their 
annual leave time to work in the 
program. Local residents also 
fend a hand in helping out with 
the “Junior Olympics” program. 

Funding for the program was 
first done by the National Guard 
Unites involved, but for 1975 the 
program was funded by the 
partment with a budget of 
roughly $2,500. The program is 
currently under the jurisdiction 
of the Equal Opportunity Office. 


Social Security 
Tax Rebate 


Most recipients of Social 
Security or Supplemental Sec- 
urity Income should have re- 
cieved with their tax rebate a 
special payment of up to $50. 
But the Department of Social 
Services is concerned that some 
recipients may have unknow- 
ingly missed the bonus. 

Anyone who was entitled to 
either a Social Security or an 
SSI benefit in March 1975 was 
to have received the bonus. 
August 31, 1975 is the deadline 
set for having payments not 
yet made approved by the 
Social Security Administration 
vilice. 

Joseph J. LaRosa, deputy 
director of MDSS, stated “the 
bulk of these rebates should 
have been sent and received by 
ihe clients now. But any 
recipient who has not yet 
received a separate $50 paynient 
from the Social Security Admin- 
istration should contact the 
local SSA office without delay.” 

LaRosa has also asked coun- 
ty workers to assist Clients in 
claiming the bonuses that are 
part of President Ford's tax 
rebate program. At present, the 
department is unsure how many 
recipients hav? not received the 
bonuses, but urge those who 
haven't to take advantage of the 
rebates they aré entitled to 
receive.

Roscommon Dial-A-Ride Growing ©

Ridership in Roscommon Counties Dial-A-Ride increased from 
an average of 35 per day in May, to 65 per day in July, according to 
Bon Bradley, Dial-A-Ride manager. 

By increasing the riders per Gay, they were also able to cut 
down on the average number of miles per rider trom i7 miles io 12 
miles in June and 10 in July. 

| spent a couple of hours in the “depot” recently. | was 
impressed with the number of calls they were receiving for rides. 
What's more important, ! was impressed how soon riders could be 
picked up. That particular day one of the buses was down for a 
couple hours geiting a new starter. This didn't hinder ridership 
greatiy. The other two buses were able to pick up the slack. 

Sometimes riders can't always get as direct a ride as they 
igitt tike. We have a new Neighborhood Youth Corp employee in 
our office who lives in St. Helen. Dial-A-Ride did not have a direct 
route from St. Helen to Roscommon at 8:00 a.m. but was able to 
pick the rider up in St. Helen, bring her to Prudenville, where she 
could take a bus to Roscommon in lime to go to work by 9:00 a.m. 
This service will only cost the girl $5.00 per week by buying a roll of 
tickets. You can’t hardly drive your car for that, it will be more true 
as the price of gasoline creeps upward. 

Some of the county employees who live in the Houghton Lake 
area are regular siders of the system. 

Bradley believes the ridership will pick up as Kirtland College 
begins falt classes and when the winter snows discourage some 
drivers. 

Bradley expresses his desire to add another bus by 1977 to. 
expand the service over Friday evenings and Saturdays. “A fourth 
bus would also cut some of the long trips per passenger’, he said.
